Ihe first sanitation-epidemiological stations In Byazan* Oblast oero 
organized in Sasovalcly, Shilov, Bansnburg, and Byazh rayons In 1939. During 
uhe war the sanltation-opldemiolcglcal netwoz^c doubled and the stud; of 
optlanSB methods for controlling epidemics in the particular areas was 
begun. 

At present, there are ^7 nav sanitation-epidemiological stations being 
built. The uhole network has been strengthened by the assignment of 2^ 
physicians from local institutes. Before these idiyslclans are assigned to 
a station they are given a 3*v6ek indoctrination course in idilch they are 
fmlllarlzed with the duties of a sanitation physician. 

The Byazh Bayon station Is located in a two- story building and has a 
well-equipped laboratory divided into bacteriologiced, serological, xratri- 
tloTaal and cIIdIoclI departments. The station is the headquarters for a 
widely spread net of liidlvldual specialists Iboown as "BanitarT9y.aktl\^ 
(sanitation vigilantes) ^o are located In every village and populated 
point . 

A compz^honsive educational program Is also being conducted by the 
personnel ol' the Byazh Station. Erequcnt lectures a-ne given to the people 
of the region, and even the staff of the station attend periodic seminars, 
to Improve their knowledge of the most effective means of cooibatlng 
epldemlos. It Is clalmsd that this program had much to do with the fact 
that thers was not one serious outbreak of infectious disease in the region 
during 19 W. 

Tbo activity of the eanltamyy aktlv in Chemav Rayon Is glv^n as the 
reason for an almost CGE!q>lete elimination of infectious diseases there. 
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Good work has 'bepn doxm In Eyazan* In tho control of malaria. In 1948, 
1,^00 hsptarss of aiioltoelogeimlc water roeeryolrs were • treated, 31,000 hectares 
of dusted, and. 11,000 poaslhle hreadixig groundq were 

eliffliha'M* Similar progress has teen made In the control of parasitic 
diseafies. Plans for 1949 call fpr coagjlete elimination of certain types of 
ii^sotlouB diseases and a notlceahle decrease In the nuzober of cases in 
others.
